IN  GENERAL  ASSEMliLY' 
Dec  18,  1804. 

The  general  afTembly  being  im- 
prefied  with  the  ncctflitv  ‘>f  a well 
regulated  federal  judiciary,  if  it  re- 
tains its  prefent  jurifdiftion  ; con- 
ceiving that,  as  itrefpcdls  this  ft.Ue. 
it  is  defeftivcly  organized,  altlioiigh 
they  have  the  highell  confidence  in 
the  prefent  judge  of  the  federal 
court  ; being  fully  perfuaded  that 
it  is  a fnndamental  principle  of  ilie 
union  of  the  ftates  that  each  mem- 
ber has  equal  riglus  and  (hould  en- 
joy equal  political  advai.iyi^eq  with 
the  others,  without  regarJL^  local 
fituation  ; more  ei'pecijlly^s  ^at 
does  not  produce  ane.xemptiwn  from 
general  burthens,  and  conlequctulv 
ought  not  to  prevent  a purticipa 
tion  of  genaral  benefits  ; feeing  that 
the  federal  court  is,  and  will  proba- 
bly continue  to  be  crouped  with  liu- 
linefs,  owing  to  the  unfortunate  (iil’- 
putes  exifting  in  the  titles  to  lands, 
much  of  which  is  claimed  by  ilie 
citizens  of  other  Hates,  who  in  gen- 
eral prefer  this  tribunal;  and  the 
nagnitude  of  ihefwm  litigatedrequi- 
file  for  appeals,  and  the  difficulties 
attending  their  profecution,  being 
I'uch  as  almofl  to  preclude  a revilion
